Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: New claim 72 does not include all the limitations 
of previous claim 65. New claim 72 is directed to a fragment of cyclooxygenase-3 enzyme fragment with no asserted function as the 
previous claim 65. In the final rejection dated Aug. 14, 2006, it was clearly stated that on page 6, only isolated nucleic acid molecule of 
SEQ ID NO: 8 encoding a full-length polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 9 (functionally active) is enabled and not enabled for any polynucleotide 
encoding a Cox-3a enzyme having the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 4 (an amino terminal fragment of Cox-3a) i. e., encoded by 
any polynucleotide comprising SEQ ID NO: 3. On page 9, examiner stated that claims 69-70 are enabled for transforming isloated host 
cells with vectors comprsing the nucleic acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 3, but this-enablement rejection was intended to address the scope 
of host cells enabled and not the scope of nucleic acids the cells were transformed with, which was addressed in the previous rejection on 
pages 6-8. Examiner regrets that this rejection mistakenly stated enabled for host cells transformed with SEQ ID NO: 3 instead of SEQ ID 
NO: 8, but the rest of the previous action made it clear that nucleic acids comprising SEQ ID NO: 3 (and host cells transformed therewith) 
were not fully enabled. Therefore all rejections are maintained for the record. 
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
